GERMANS ADMIT LOSS OF

The following Berlin official telegram has 
been received at Ameterdam :— 

The Admiralty Staff announces that during 
the night of October 19th.20th a naval airship 
squadron, under Captain Baron Prensch von 
Buttieon Braudenfels, attacked with special suc- 
cess London, Manchester, Birmingham, Notting- 
ham, Oerby, Lowestoft, Hull Grimsby, 
Norwich, and Mappieton. 

On the return journey, owing te adverse wind 
and dense mist, four airships, under Captains 
Hebbart, Keolle, Mans Goyer, and Schwarnder, 
came over the French battle zone, where they, 
according to the French official communiqué, 
were shot down or forced down.

CAPTURED ZEPPELIN TO BE 
USED BY THE FRENCH, 

The French Expert Commentator, writing on 
Sunday night, says :— 

The story of the German serial disaster js 
now fully confirmed. Of eight Zeppelins, which 
returned from England and flew over France, 
five have been lost, and their loss is admitted 
by the enemy. One of them, which was cap- 
tured intact by our airmen, will serve to rein- 
force our own air equadrons. The event is ot 
particular interest at the moment when the 
Germans, engrossed with the idea of seeing the 
aviation resources of the Allies about io be 
strengthened by those of the United States and 
to seize the incontestable mastery of the air, 
are making & great effort to convince us that 
they posecas the mastery, and that we should 
accept their rulings in this domain. Our Ver- 
dun. heroes have made a suitable reply to the 
first mavaenvres of the pacifista. Indeed, our 
guneers and airmen speak the only language 
which can be understood by people who per- 
sist ferociously in attacking the ul popu- 
lations of London, Dunkirk, ar-le- Duc—-to 
mention only a few of the towns bombarded 
by the Germans.

Mr. JOYNSON-HICKS, in the House of Com- 
mons yesterday, asked whether the Government 
were in‘a*pedition' to make any further stato- 
ment with regard to the apparent lack of de- 
fence against the Zeppelin raid on Friday, or 
whether they could make any definite state- 
ment as to the invasion of Germany by air. 

Sir GEORGE CAVE—The raid on Friday 
night. would appear to have been carried out by 
ten. or more, deppeling. Of these five reached 
the neighbourhoed <f-- London, the re- 


and . 


' thainder failed entirely to reach their óbjectirve, 


and left the country without eausing material 
damage. Of the five Zeppelins which came near 
London, four failed to penetrate the London 
defences—(cries of '' No ')--and did no damage. 
The remaining Zeppelin drifted over London, 
with engines chut off, and dropped three bombs, 
which, unfortunately, causéd loss of life. Our 
acroplanes wént up, but owing to the unfavour- 
able atmospheric conditions they were unable to 
bring the raiders to action. The House is 
aware that a number of the raiders drifted over 
France, and four at least have been accountea 
for by the French forces. (Cheers.) As to the 
others, we are stil] awaiting information, which 
wil' be published as soon as it ie received. The 
greatest possible credit is due to the French 
airmen and anti-aircraft organisation for their 
splendid performance, (Cheers.) But in praise 
of the British aircraft forces, it must be ramem- 
bered that the aifships, when brought down in 
France, were plying by daylight, and at a much 
lower height than that at which they were in 
this country. 

As to the remaining patt of the question, | 
have only to say that the Government have 
already announced their intention to bomb 
German towns until an end is put to these 
cold-blooded attacks upon the civil popula- 
tion of this country. Two such attacks have 
already been made, and the House may rest 
assured that the process will be continued 
until its purpose is attained. (Cheers.) 

Mr, BILLING—In view of the fact that no 
ar-ti-aircraft guns fired at all, what was it drove 
the raiaers off London? 

Sir GEORGE CAVE--I have not said that the: 
raiders were driven off London. ] said they 
failed to cross London. 

Mr. BILLING—<Are we to understand that the 
officer responsible for giving the order to fire 
was not at his post?

NIGHT WARNINGS. 

Mr. BILLING—Is the right hon, gentleman 
willing to institute, immediately, a proper 
system of night warning?

Mr. KENNEDY JONES asked if the right hon.

THE ADJOURNMENT MOVED.

He eaid that he 
lid not wish to magnify the importance of the 
ruid, which failed ebjectiy in the object for 
which it wae undertaken—namely, to ecare and 
intimidate the civilian population of London. 
The casualtics sustained were comparatively 
slicht, and the raid was unprodue- 
tive of any miltary advantage to the 
enemy, Te Thought, however, that the 
Hiouse and the country were entitled to know 
what precautions were actually taken, and to 
have an aesurance from the Government that 
everything possible was being done by the 
nuthorities to meet attacks of this kind. Cilvi- 
liens were eurprised that bombs should have 
been dropped on Lendon while there waa no 
reply, apparently, from our anti-aircraft guns, 
and no effective measures were taken to drive 
off the assailants, or t disturh them in their 
diabolical proceedings. What were the real 
facta of the case? Were any of our anti- 
aircraft runs brought into action, and, if not, 
why? Were our searchlighta fully and effec. 
tively made use of, and why were not our 
acroplanes more successful against the raiders? 

Mr. JOYNSON-HICKS, in seconding the 
motion, asked the Government to tell as much 
of the truth as they could reapecting the air 
defences of the country. He thought that our 
real defence was to attack Germany, and he 
askei What wat being done on the lines lak 
down by the Prime Minister in July, and the 


Minister, of Reconstruction (Dr. Addison) on 
2nd insf., with a view to forestalling and 
stopping these raids. Who, he asked, was re- 
sponsible for the defence of London last Friday 
night? Was it Lord French, Lord Cowdray 
General Henderson, or General Smuta, the last- 
mentioned of whom, they were told, had been 
appointed to supervise the Air Service of this 
country? If that were , General Smuts 
should be provided with a seal in the House. 
The Government had no right to shelter them- 
selves behind a popular name in reward to so 
serious a matter as the Air Service of the 
country. The country would welcome the ap- 
pointment of General Bmuts if he were given 
full control of the Air Service. « 

Mr, DILLON eaid that the chief complaint 
against the Government was that it. was ime 
possible to find out from them who was re- 
sponsible for the defence of the country 
against air raids. People were surprised that 
the Government should allow these raids to he 
surrounded by such mystery. The defences of 
London had never appeared to he so helpless 
as on Friday night. He believed that it was 
quite possible to saferuard London arainst at. 
tacks of this kind. The real responsibility for 
the success of these raide levy he believed, in 
mismanagement, and an overlapping on our 
part.

Mr. Lloyd George yesterday ; 
attended a great meeting held in the Albert 
Hall, London,: under the auspices..of the 
National War Savings Committees. Sir Robert 
Kindersley ptdsided, and a number of the War 
Cabinet and membets of the Ministry in both 
Housés, including the Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer (Mr, Bonar Law), supported the Prime 
Minister on the platform. 

Mr. Lioyd George, whose reception was most 
cordial, said that the magnitude and en- 
thusiasm of that assemblage, held in the ‘fourth 
year of the war, wae the best proof of the 
determination of this country to prosecute the 
war until victory rested on the banners of our 
native land; There were, he believed, in all 
120,000 workers in connection with the War 
Savings Committees—a fine army, doing splén- 
did work. The success of the last War Lean, 
the most successfu] War Loan of the series, was 
very largely attributable to the work of these 
committees. The Allies owed them a deep 
debt of gratitude for the work they had done, 
and on behalf of the Government he expreesed 
thanks to them, there and then. —(Cheers.) 
He also recognised the assistance they had 
rendered in the campaign for, food economy. 
He asked for their assistance once more In this 
new scheme for financing our. magnificent 
Armies and our Navy, in the field and on tie 
seas. The value of Britain had been enor 
mously enhanced by the quickening mspiration 
of a righteous war, and a solacing fact was 
this, that most of the gigantic debt would be a 
debt we owed to ourselyes. Great Britain was, 
in thé main, borrowing from her own children ; 
the debt was in the family—(laughter)—anc, 
although that did not always make a difference, 
on the whole, he thought it was betier. 
(Laughter and cheers.) But the extent to 
which it remained in the family depended on 
the efforts we put forth. The more we eaved 
the more we could lend, and the more we lené 
the leas would Great Britain owe to others. 

A GREAT PERIL. 

One of the greatest perils of war was that it 
created a kind of artificial prosperity which led 
to extravagante, Individuals were too apt to 
forget that there was a fundamenta) difference 
between prosperity in war and prosperity in 
peace, The prosperity of peace came from tho 
creation of wealth ; the prosperity of war came 
from: the dissipation of wealth. Whether the 
war was to be long or short the way to shorten 
it was to prepare as if it was going to be a 
long war. I am not going to predict when the 
war will end, continued the right hon. gentic- 
man. No man in his senses would prolong it 
one hour if there were an opportunity for a 
real and a lasting peace—(hear, hear)—but it

1 fear that the Board's proposals are far too 
complicated to work Amoothly, and that they 
would cause the disemployment of a great many 
old men. It would simplify matters immensely, 
and be more equitable, if the Board would fix 
a uniform minimum raté for the whole of lre- 
land of, say, 20s, per week for men between 
19 and 50 or 60 years of age, and 108. per week 
for women between the same ages, leaving it to 
employers to pay mote where circumstances re- 
quire it and the workers deserve it 

The Board should bear in mind that they are 
fixing a minimum wage, and not a marimum 
one. Of course, it is fully expected that the 
fixed wage will come into operation from the 
date on which it is finally fixed, and will not be 
retrospective. The adoption of these suggestions 
would reduce the work of the Board to a mini- 
mum, and would save employers and workers 
a great deal of trouble.—Yours, ete.,

ORGANISATION OF NURSES. 

TO THB EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sia,—There is at present so much uncertainty 
aa to the scope and functions of two organisa- 
tione which have recently arisen in Ireland to 
deal with questions connected with nursing that 
we feel bound to draw public attention to the 
distinction between them. 

The College of Nursing, Lid, the member- 
ship of which already exceeds 7,000, waa founded 
in 1916, and provides in ite articles of associa. 
tion for a democratic control of the nursing 
rofemion by the members of that profession. 
ta objects are lofty and far-reaching, and at 
the same time gy age EA It pur- 
pees to organise the nursing ptofesion, , to 
eocure State registration for the trained nurse, 
to raise and maintain the standard of training 
and establish a uniform curriculum, and to ob- 
tain professional advantages for the trained 
nearer. ' 

Public-epirited Irish nurses and doctors saw 
at once that, if Ireland were not included in 
the scope of the College, Irish nurses wov’" be 
left in the lurch, and in the future would have 
t> compete at a decided disadvantage with 
their British eicters who would hold the certifi 
cate of the College. Upon their initiative, ac- 
cordingly, an Irish branch of the College wae 
sterted in February of this year, whieh soon 
attracted in al) parte of ‘the country the sup- 
port of those who were far-eteing enough to 
underetand the best intervete of the Irish nurse, 
H is admitted on every side that the traininy 
in Treland is unequal, and that reform is 
needled. It is ales agréed by all thinking people 
that. by the very nature of her profession, a 
nurse can never undertake to confine her life 
to one country. She never knows whither her 
work will lead her Therefore, an indiepensable 
itern of her equipment ix @ certificate which will 
earty woight all over the world. Buch a certi- 
fieate ehe will have if ehe joins the College of 
Nursing, The necessity of having an Irish 
branch of the College is, therefore, obviows, 

This Irish branch was fully formed and organ- 
eed and doing work, when another organisation 
appeared, with the title of the Irieh Nursing 
Board, approved by the Roval College of Sur- 
geons in Ireland. In a circuler letter the Irish 
Nursing Board expresses the hope that it wil! 
‘take the place in this country that the Collage 
of Nursing aime at taking in England.” This 
it ia quite impossible for it to de, because i¢ is 
too narrow in conception The College of 
Nursing is a world-wide movement, working for 
the benefit of Englith, Bootch, Welsh, Irish, and 
Colonial nurses who, whatever their nationality 
or political opinions, are fifet and foremost 
ruress, with the needa and rernonalbilities of 
nurees. The Irish Nursing Board has sterted a 
register, and proposés to grant a certigedte. 
but this certifieats can carry little weight out. 
wide Ireland; whilst, ehowld Btate registration 
be granted, the Irish Nursing Roard can give 
no guarantee that ite register will be recornisad 
by the State. With reward to raieing the 
standard of training, an organisation which ean 
sromise no material benefit to the nurses cannot 
hope to effect abiding réform in the profeasion. 
This being so, it is hoped that the public and 
the nutees will realiee fully that, in starting 
the Trish Nureing Board, its promoters ate work. 
ing againet the best interests of the Irish 
nursea and fétarding in ho small degree the 
work of progrestion and reform.—Yours, ete..

It would simphfy matters mmensecly, 
and be more equitable, if the Board would fix 
a uniform minimum rate for the whole of lre- 
land of. say, 20s, per week for men between 
19 and $0 or 60 years of age, and 108. per week 
for women between the same ages, leaving it to 
employers to pay mote where circumstances re- 
quire it and the workers deserve it 

Che Board should bear in mind that they are 
fixing &@ minimum wage, an not a marimum 
one. Of course, it is fully expected that the 
fixed wage will come into operation from the 
date on which it is finally fixed, and will not be 
retrospective. The adoption of these suggestiond 
would reduce the work of the Board to a mint 
mum, and would save employert and workers

ORGANISATION OF NURSES. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES 

Sin,—There is at preeent so much uncertainty 
aa to the scope and functions of two organiss- 
tiona which have recently arisen in Ireland to 
deal with questions connected with nursing that 
we feel bound to draw public attention to the 
distinction between them. 

The College of Nureing, Lid 
ship of which already exceeds 7,000, waa founded 
in 1916, and provides in its articles of associa 
tion for a democratic control of the nursing 
»rofession by the members of that profession. 
ta objects are lofty and far-reaching, and at 
the eame time thoroughly practical. It pur- 
meed to Organise the nursing ptofeasion, , to 
gocure Btate registration for the trained nurse, 
to raise and maintain the standard of training 
and eatablieh a uniform curriculum, and to ob 
tain professional advantages for the trained 
"uree ' 

Publice-epirited Irish nurses and doctors saw 
at once that, if Ireland were not included in 
the scope of the College, Irish nurses would be 
left in the lurch, and in the future would have 
f3 compete at a decided disadvantage with 
their British eictera who would hold the certif- 
eate of the “College. Upon their initiative, ac- 
cordingly, an Irish branch of the College wee 
started in February of this year, which soon 
attracted in all parte of the country the sup- 
port of thoes who wera fareseing enough to 
understand the best intereet« of the Iruh nurse. 
It is admitted on every side that the training 
in Yreland is unequal, and that reform is 
needed. It ia alao agréed by al! thinking people 
that by the very nature of her profession, & 
nurse can never undertake to confine her life 
to one country. Bhe never knows whither her 
work will lead her. The we Foy an indiepensable 
item of her equipment is a certificate which will 
carry weight all over the world. Buch a certi- 
ficate she will have if she joins the College of 
Nureing, The necessity of having an Irish 
branch of the College is, therefore, obviows. 
This Irish branch wae fully formed and organ- 
eed and Going work, when another organisation 
appeared, with the title of the Irish Nursing 
Board, approved by the Royal College of Sur- 
geons in Ireland. Im a circular letter the Irish 
Nursing Board expresses the hope that it will 
‘take the place in this country that the College 
of Nursing aime at taking in England.” This 
it w quite impossible for it to de, becanse it is 
‘oo narrow in cencention The Collega of 
Nursing is a world-wide movement, working for 
the benefit of English, Scotch, Welsh, Irish, and 
Colonial nurtee who, whatever their nationality 
or political opinions, are fifet and foremost 
ruress, with the needa and reenonsibilities of 
nurse. The Irish Nursing Roard has sterted a | 
register, and proposes to grant a certifeate 
but this certificate can carry little weight ont 
side Ireland: while ehould Btate registration 
be eranted. the Trish Nursing Roard ean give | 
no guarantee that ite regieter will be recornien’ 
by the Stata. With regard to reising the 
standard of training, an organieation which can 
promise no material benefit to the nurse cannot 
hone to effeet abiding réform in the profeaeion. 
This being so, it is hoped that the public and 
the nurses will realine fully that, in starting 
the Irish Nursing Board, ite promoters are work 
ing against the beet interests of the Irish 
mursea atid retarding in ho amal! degree the

SUPPLIES OF MILK.

PROVIDING FOR THE DUBLIN 
POOH. 


In the world shortage of foodstuffs both for 
man and animal it was searcely to be expected 
that milk would continue to be available in un- 
restricted quantity and at pre-war price. Many 
things contribute to the production of milk, and 
a general shortage of these elements, combined 
with the slaughter of in-calf cows, has had the 
inevitable result of reducing the milk supply of 
Ireland by from 20 to 30 per cent. The Depart- 
ment of Agriculture have taken prompt mea- 
sures to prevent, so far as possible, the killing 
of im-calf cattle, and it is hoped that this will 
in a large measure prevent the supplies from 
falling below the present low level. The retail 
price of milk in Dublin is now 2s. per gallon, 
and even at this price householders experience 
difficulty in obtaining sufficient supplies. There

general consumption, ewing to the late grass 
and the mild weather, but this cannot be ex- 
pected to continue much longer.

The cry of milk for the poor of large cities 
was naturally heard with sympathetic interest, 
especially in Dublin, where it was pointed out 
that short supplies and higher prices would 
virtually create a state of affairs that was 
likely to have a ‘ery serious effect upon child 
life. To the credit of the Public Health De- 
partment of the Dublin Corporation, be it 
stated, this matter was taken up in a business 
manner Conferences took place with 
societies which were in a position to render as- 
sistance, and the officials of the Irish Agrivul- 
tural Organisation Society rendered An 
aid in obtaining for Dublin supplies of milk 
from distant places in Ireland. Bo successful, 
indeed, have p the efforts in this direction 
that it is now stated there is actually more milk 
coming into Dublin at the present time than 
there was at the corresponding period of last 
year. Much of this excess su i is going direct 
to the poor, through the ae “á of the Dublin

THE QUESTION OF COST. 
A large potato factor in Dublin said yester- 
day that he was doing but a quarter of the 
trade that he did before the Food Controller 


fized the price of potatoes at £6 per ton, and 
he thought that other salesmen's experience was 
probably the same. The trade, he went on to 
say, in Dublin particularly had been cut down 
by causes which did not appear on the surface 
He thought there Was a feeling in the minds of 
purchasers of grievance against the Food Con- 
troller, which resulted in a determination to 
restrict purchases His extensive connection 
throughout the provinces led him to say that 
he knew of no farmer who was unwilling to 
take the fixed price for pelatoes, which was 
known to the humblest an} simplest, but he 
admitted that the price in a free market would 
not reach £6 per ton. Last week demand was 
beginning to improve and conditions were be 
ginning to right themselves, but had been dis- 
turbed again by a suggestion that the fixed 


price was to be reduced. There was no doubt 
that the coun'ry was blessed with a magnificent 
crop of potatoes, and the farmer would be re 
paid handsomely and liberally by £4 108. to 
£5 10s. per ton. The Smithfield Factors’ Asso- 
ciation, by request, submitted an alternative 
proposal, and suggested a scale from £5 to 
£7 108., according to season, and the adoption 
of that scale would have saved al! trouble. 

Our informant expressed regret that the use 
of potatoes in bread-making had not been made 
compulsory in order to save cereale. and sug 
gested that a useful purpose would be served if 
an organisation had beeu established all ovw 
the country to deal with that question. Bakers 
had no mechanical means of dealing wit!

THE HOLDING-UP OF LIVE STOCK. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. FIELD asked the Chief Secretary whether 
he would state what powers, if any, the Direc- 
tor of Cross-Channol Transportation is endowed 
with, as thousands of live stock are held wn- 
shipped at the Port of Dublin, although duriag 
the last week several ships are stated to have 
been lying idle at the wharves; had the Director 
of Cross-Channel Transportation power te com- 
pel these ships to be used, and was he aware 
that many animals had died in the yards, and 
that the loss of food value had run into many 
thousands of pounds.
